SOME REMAKABLE MANIFESTATIONS, 


-= One of those marvelous things which every one 


can appreciate and no one red is the musical 
searice of Jesse Shepard, the famous musica: Bpir- 
itualist, who has given seances and created a stir 
of wonder in almost. every country on the globe 
where the art of music is known and appreciated. 
For several days past he has been in this city, and 
Jast night gave a private seance in a little cottage 
'at the corner of Seventh and York streets. The 


' nature of these seances is such that only a limited 


number of persons can be present at them, the 
number being twenty, but it is possible to háve 
the seance with a larger or smaller number. 


„Twenty-three persons were' present last night, 


and enjoyed a most remarkable performance. The 


' room in which the seance was held was an ordi- 
-nary cottage room, neatly furnished and having a 
fine piano almost in the centre of it.
